1 . DCM MET JULY 27 WITH PROSECUTOR GENERAL OMER AL-MARDI 
AND UNDERSECRETARY ATTORNEY GENERAL S CHAMBERS SAYED ALI

CONFIDENTIALITY WAS STRESSED. ON BASIS CONVERSATION, AS

2. MARDI, WHO WILL LEAD SUDANGOV INVESTIGATION, SAID HE 
COULD NOT RPT YET SAY WHETHER ATTORNEY GENERAL HIMSELF 
WILL BE ABLE TO GO TO WASHINGTON. HOWEVER, MARDI WILL GO WITH 
AUTHORITY SIGN AGREEMENT. HE INDICATED SUDANGOV PROBABLY 
WILL WANT AL-FATTAH SHAZELI OF ATTORNEY GENERAL'S STAFF TO 
BE PART OF GROUP IN US. SHAZELI PRESENTLY ATTENDING SPECIAL 
COURSE ON NEGOTIATION OF INTERNATIONAL CONTRACTS AT
